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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-4, 7-8, 11-15,18-19,22-25,28,31-35,38, and 41-44 are allowed. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claims 1,12, 22, and 32, the prior art fails to teach or suggest an index 
carried in an RTP packet header, an index that points to a PCR MPEG2TS randomly 
positioned in the RTP packet payload, or the linking of a timestamp with the PCR 
MPEG2TS as a result of the index pointing. With respect to independent claims 41 and 
43, the prior art fails to teach or suggest an MPEG2TS delay compensation data 
structure that is carried in an RTP packet payload and that includes a local timestamp 
and a corresponding PCR MPEG2TS. The prior also fails to disclose linking the local 
timestamp to the PCR MPEG2TS. Claims 2-4, 7-8, 1 1 , 1 3-1 5, 1 8-1 9, 23-25, 28, 31 , 
33-35, 38, 42 and 44 are respectively dependent claims from independent claims 
1,12,22,32, 41, and 43 are allowed.
